Holocaust. 



A sad funeral service took place at the 
City Hospital. Cincinnati, ovei tin ifcodj 
of Mrs. Ella Bramble, who died at that 
institution. The poor woman laid down 
her life for her children, who sat beside 
her bier weeping as though tbeir hearts 
would break. 

Several weeks ago she took her first 
child to the institution suffering from a 
dreadful hereditary diseise She said 
that her husband was out of work and 
that they were almost destitute. Hef' 
own hard hands told her tale of woe. 

She was bred a simple child of the 
country near Maysville, and had gone to 
Cincinnati shortly before her marriage. 
Three lovely children came to bless the 
union, and life was as musical as a wed- 
ding bell's chimes till disease struck 
down Mr. Bramble, the mainstay of the 
family, and she had to go to work. 

Through the neglect that was made ne 
cessary a disease broke out over one of her 
children, whom she took to the hospital. 
Then she came with another and a third, 
sobbing as if her heart would break. She 
had staid awake days and nights trying 
to soothe their anguish, but in vain. 

Last of all came she, sanctified by her 
trials, and was sent to the typhoid fever 
ward. Though she longed for her young 
ones she never murmured because she 
was not allowed to see them, as she knew 
she was in the last stages of a contagious 
disease. Breathing a blessing upon them 
she quietly passed away, and the nurses, 
struck by her heroism, gathered round 
her and paid the tribute of silent tears. 
Midst all the hundreds of cases they have 
charge of this one touched them most. 

To save her remains from the potter's 
field the Union Bethel was notified of her 
death and the authorities promised Chris 
tian burial. However, her broken 
hearted father claimed the body, and it 
was turned over to him. He cried as if 
his heart %n\iW break as he recounted 
her numerous virtual Bei children were 
brought down from the wards by order of 
Superintendent McLean lo take a lust sad 
look at their parent, finally released from 
her" long suffering.

ADULTERATION. 

Points From Commissioner Beth- 
el's Annual Report. 

The Adulteration of Food Is General 
and Steadily Increasing. 



COM miu's, O., April ». -State Food 
nnd Dairy Commissioner ltethel sub- 
mitted his annual report to the governor 
Thuraduy. His year closed the 1Mb of 
November, at which time the report 
naturally would have been prepared 
hud not Mr. Bethel decided to await the 
end of his term DOtON submitting a 
stuteinent of the result of his work. 
1 hiring his form Of oftiee. it will Is- re- 
membered, the office of stcte food and 
dairy commissioner, which hud been 
previously appointive, became, by act 
or the legislature, elective. 

The report covers nearly eighteen 
months, from November 13. lsOO. to May 
H, IBM, when the new commiss i. uer will 
take the office, and Mr. Bethel will re- 
tire. The commissioner complains that 
he has been seriously hampered by the 
luck of sufficient funds to properly 
prosecute his "work, and says that cer- 
tain of the departments of the 
st;ite service might rel rench in ex- 
penses to the advantage of the food 
and dairy commissioner. He speaks of 
the henotits which will in-erue from the 
passage of the Stcrritt bill increasing 
the salary of the commissioner, pro- 
viding him with an of&M r u. etc., 

und he recommends that authority be 
given the commissioner to nppoint and 
pay a salary to a clerk. He also refers 
incidentally to the advantages which 
will be derived by the people from the 
passage of the bill requiring the brand- 
ing Of cheese, and other legislation of 
a similar character enacted by the re- 
cent general assembly. In the matter 
of the adulteration of wine, of which so 
much complaint has lieen made by man- 
ufacturers and dealers, the commis- 
sioner says that he has been unable to 
arrive at any definite results as yet 
The report states that the consumption 
of oleomargarine has boon reduced in 
Ohio, although it, has increased else- 
where in the Pnitctl States. This in- 
crease elsewhere, it says, indicates that 
oleomargarine is certain to establish 
itself as an article of f.s.d. 

Prof. H. A. Webber, toe state chem- 
ist, nude analyses of tiftv samples dur- 
ing the year, which embraced both 
food and articles which enter into the 
preparation of food. 

Prof. Fennel, of Cincinnati, the chem- 
ist of the southern district of the state. 
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each district could be covered fully at 
lenst on. .- every three months. 

Hlalue Oppose* C able Monopoly. 
Washinhto.n, April 20.— Secretary 
lllnine appeared Ix-fore the senate com- 
mittee on commerce and made a strong 
argument in opposition to the passuge 
of the pending Joint resolution author- 
ing the landing of the French cable on 
the shores of Virginia and South Caro- 
lina.
